MEMORANDA. 
MARCH OUARTER, 1925. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 31st December, 1924, was—males, 1,151,639; females, 
1,104,451; total, 2,256,090. The increase since 31st December, 1923, 
was 44,984, and since the census in April, 1921, 154,122. 


Vital Statisties—Mareh Quarter, 1925.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in Marck quarter numbered 13,904, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°65 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 4,632, which is 
equivalent to 8°21 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,426 marriages registered was 7°85. Compared with 
the average of the March quarter of the preceding five years the 
death-rate was 8 per cent. and the marriage-rate 6 per cent. lower, 
while the birth-rate was normal. 


Sydney and Suburbs—-The births registered in March quarter 
numbered 5,572, equivalent to a rate of 22-02 per 1,000 of population pez 
annum ; of the total, 2,834 were males and 2,738 females. The rateis 3 per 
cent. below the average of March quarter of the previous five years. 


The deathsin March quarter numbered 2,161, namely, 1,186 males 
and 975 females. The mortality rate of 8°54 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 3 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the March 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in age-groups under 5 
years but exceeded the average total at and above that age. 


The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 58°3 per 1,000 
births, and is 13 per cent. below the average for the March quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade of New South Wales.—IJmports—-The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the March quarter, 1925, were valued at 
£20,078,019, and show an increase in value of £5,157,367 in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Separating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
increased by £619,042, and gold increased by £4,538,325. The total over- 
sea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1924, were £58,225,040, an 
increase of £3,214,957 in comparison with the previous financial year. 


Exports—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
March quarter, 1925, amounted to £20,143,275 being an increase in 
value of £5,281,325, as compared with the corresponding quarter of the 
ptevious year. During this quarter no gold bullion or specie was 
exported. For the year ended 30th June, 1924, the total oversea 
exports were £43,147,146, being an increase of £565,224 compared 
with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Eixcluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in March quarter, 
1925, were valued at £24,530,679. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—-

During the nine monthsended 31st March, 1925, the Oversea Imports 
at the port of Sydney were valued at £49,223,432, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £16,495,432. For the same period the 
tonnages of the goods imported were as iollows :—Oversea, 1,104,436 
Interstate, 517,363; State, 1,406,423; Total, 3,028,222 3 and the tran- 
shipments—Oversea, 115,530 ; Interstate, 110,420 ; State, 39,208 ; Total, 
265,158. 
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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 


ments of the Public Accounts show that the revenue for the 
March quarter, 1925, was £9,525,062, being an increase of £173,276 ; 
as compared with March quarter, 1924. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 31st March 
1925, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: 
Railways, £429,234; Income Tax, £95,808; Motor Vehicle Mais, 
£60,128; Returns per capita to the State by Commonwealth Govern- 
ment, £50,222 ; Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, &c., (Sydney) £32,201 ; 
Water and Sewerage Rates, £27,591; Royalty on Minerals, £24,560 ; 
Stamp Duties, £20,604. 

The expenditure during March quarter, 1925, was £9,757, 747, a 
decrease of £510,683, as compared with March quarter of previous year. 

There were increases of expenditure during the March quarter, 1925, 
over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of Interest, £45,909 
and decreases of Governmental Expenditure, £136,497 ; Business Under- 
takings, £70,900, and other Payments, £344,227. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 


during the vears ended 30th June, 1923 and 1924, and the nine months 
ended 31st March, 1924 and 1925 :—

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Gold Production.—The gold yield during March quarter, 1925, was 7,035 
oz. crude equal to 6,409 oz. fine, valued at £27,225, and showed an 
increase of £6,633 in value, compared with March quarter, 1924. The 
gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 1924, was 20,384 oz. 
crude equal to 18,685 oz. fine, and £79,370 ix value. 


Land Selections.—In the nine months ended @lst March, 1925, there were 
920 applications for 798,440 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act; and 681,360 acres, representing 1,043 
blocks, were set apart for original holdings, which include areas 
for returned soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1924, 
the number of applications was 1,353, and the area applied for 
1,213,731 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 1,199,013 acres, representing 1,428 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
March, 1925, the prices of meat were 45} per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 54} per cent. higher; 
and the prices for the two combined were 52 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed an increase of 1) per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (February). _ Prices of meat were 
2 per cent. lower than in February, and other food and groceries were 
2} per cent. dearer. Butter, eggs, flour, potatoes and soap were dearer, 
while tea, jam, and sago were cheaper. 


Compared with the corresponding month (March) of 1924, meat 
was 4 per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were } per cent. 
dearer; and the two combined were | per cent. cheaper. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the March quarter, 1925, the general level of 
wholesale prices increased by 4 per cent. and is now 32 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 


During the quarter there was an increase of 6 per cent. in the index 
number of dairy produce, while meat decreased by 8 per cent. and 
chemicals by 2 per cent. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 58 
commodities remained unchanged during the March quarter, 18 
increased, and 24 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the quarter ended 31st March, 1925, numbered 
2,549 as compared with 2,538 during the quarter ended 31st March, 


1924, 


Country Municipalities.—During the quarter ended 31st March 
1925, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 1,740 
new buildings, of the value of £966,241 as compared with 1,390 of 
a value of £945,056, during the quarter ended 31st March, 1924. 


Meteorology.—Good rains were general over New South Wales during 
January, and there was a greater prevalence than usual of southerly 
winds and cool weather. Severe thunder and hail were experience? 
inland about the 4th, particularly in Orange and Wellington districts, 
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causing sudden floods in which two men were drowned and considerable 
damage sustained by crops and town property. A man was killed by 
lightning at Tenterfield. The towns of Balranald and Maude were 
partly demolished by a severe storm and two lives were lost. ‘Tor- 
rential rains caused floods in some southern districts and loss was 
sustained where harvesting had not been completed. At the end of 
January, torrential downpours were experienced also on the extreme 
north coast. During February, the total rain was above normal over 
a large part of the western division, most of the central and south- 
western slopes and eastern Riverina, and in smaller and isolated 
localities elsewhere. Some severe storms were experienced in various 
parts early in the month and very heavy downpours caused floods, one 
being at Parkes. Later in the month severe storms were again 
experienced and considerable damage was done to buildings chiefly in 
the central and north-eastern districts. There were very heavy down- 
pours of rain and floods in the Richmond and Tweed rivers districts 
between the 5th and 12th March, the remainder of the State received 
fair to good but less than normal rains. Frosts were experienced on 
parts of the highlands after 22nd of March, and snow fell on the 
extreme southern tablelands. Southerly gales with rough weather 
occurred on the 3rd and 4th, and during the last week of March a heavy 
south-east swell set in along the coast and hampered shipping. 


Labour Conditions in March Quarter, 1925.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of March there were about 5,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 3,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included boot- 
trade workers, saddlers, wool and basil workers, textile workers, coal- 
lumpers, and wharf labourers. Employment was good in the 
building trades and for electrical workers, iron-moulders, and motor 
and coachbuilders, and there was a scarcity of women for domestic 
work. 


During the March quarter 9,134 men and 1,070 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 5,851 men 
and 2,928 women were sought by employers through the agency of 
the Exchanges, and 5,037 men and 1,746 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 9,178 persons applied for 
employment, 10,507 positions were made available, and 8,510 persons - 
were placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the March quarter 57,972 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 168,205 working days. In the previous quarter 
37,326 employees were involved, with the loss of 140,243 days. 


Changes in Wages.—There were slight increases in wages affected by 
Federal awards during the March quarter, 1925,

The results were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had been harvested, 
and depend upon statements turnished by each of 17,624 wheat-growers in the State. 


The area sown for grain was 3,543,860 acres, including 30,850 acres which failed entirely. 
The area sown for hay was 386,800 acres, including 3,834 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 18,024 acres, making a total of 3,948,680 acres sown with wheat. 


The grain harvested amounted to 19,928,437 bags, equivalent to 59,785,000 bushels, or 169 
bushels per acre. 


The production of hay was 532,030 tons, or 1°88 tons per acre. 


In January, from an estimate based on returns supplied by the individual growers, it was 
anticipated that the yield of grain would be 20,277,385 bags, equivalent to 60,832,000 bushels, or 
17-4 bushels per acre. ‘his yield was not realised, as the actual returns fell short of the estimate by 
1,047,000 bushels, or 1°7 per cent. 


The decrease in the actual yield, compared with the estimate of four months ago, has been due 
almost entirely to the heavy winds, rains and hail experienced during the harvesting operations in the 
North and Central Western Slopes and in the Central Plains divisions. 


In many instances matured crops were knocked down, with consequent shedding of grain, 
whilst in others rust and bleaching were in evidence. 


Of the total area harvested for grain, 149,894 acres were sown 0a new land, 1,583,047 acres 
on fallowed land, and the balance, 1,780,069 acres, on stubble, the respective productions of grain per 
acre being 14°8 bushels ; 19°7 bushels ; and/14'8 bushels.
